carry the Italian flag into Germany 
if the anti-Italian agitation in the 
Tyrol does not cease soon, Pre- 
mier Mussolini, dictator and war 
lord of Italy, addressed a warlike 
message today to Vienna and Ber- 
lin. 

With blazing 
Mussolini mounted 
the chamber of deputies amidst 
frantic applause. It was not Mus- 
solini, the fascist leader, who 
spoke. It was Italy's new -war 
minister, incarnating the spirit of 
Napoleon and Ceasar, issuing an 
unmistakable call of Italy's pre- 
paredness for war across the Alps. 

Referring to an article which a 
Fascist newspaper in the Italian 
Tyrol published Onder the headline, 
“Fascist Italy will never take down 
the Italian flag from jrenner 
Pass," which is on the border be- 
tween the Austrian and Italian Ty- 
rol, Mussolini, shaking his fist, 
informed the chamber that he had 
sent the following message to the 
editor of the paper: 

“Facist Italy, if mecessary, 
bring the Italian flag to the 
side!”

Admiral Coontz in his report 
declared that not only should the 
navy have more aircraft carriers 
with a full complement of planes

and the maximum number of 
planes that can be stowed on 
each.’

to have part in those on opium and 
the illicit traffic in arms and am- 
munition. 

“The economic situation in Eu- 
rope now can receive unified atten- 


land, unemployment ip England, 
and generally straitened and pre- 
carious conditions in other coun- 
tries give special poignancy to the 
need for common, or at feast inter.

“With Germany in the League 
and a party to its peaceful Intent, 
the question of disarmament be- 
comes vastly more concrete and 
practicable than it could have been 
before.
